Causes of Clime. 

We extract the following from the annual report 
of the chaplain of Connecticut state prison, 


the Prison Discipline Report. 

Uncommon pains have been taken ot late to 
trace the connection between crime and its cause. 
Careful inquiries to this end have Been extended 
to two hundred individuals. Tbe result shows 
that very few ol this number have in early life 
been favored with either good example or proper 
instruction. One half of the whole uuruber vveie 
deprived of parental home and care before they 
were ten years old ; anil more than a moiety ot 
the other half suffered a similar deprivation be¬ 
fore they were fifteen years old. 

A minute and humorous description of some deed 
of daring villainy, which they have seen published 
in a newspaper, has given to some convicts their 
first thoughts of entering on a career of crime.

1 T.ny,j habits, a roving disposition, and violent 
shocks of mind, caused by aisappointment m love, 
or losing largely at the gambling table, are tire 
frequent preludes to a criminal course. 

Convicts especially hardened, and oi a most 
desperate character, are generally such as have 
never had their stubborn wills subdued m their 
childhood—as have had their habits of feeling 
anti action very much formed through the influ¬ 
ence of bad books amt cornipting companions—us 
despise the Bible—mid us have views of lutunty 
strangely extravagant aud false. 

A close connection lias been found to exist 
between crime, and the want, on the part ot the 
criminal, of those pledges of good conduct, and 
of those links that hind man to his race, winch 
are derived from the possession ot such blessings 
as a fair character, property, parents, an affectionate 
wife, or dutiful children. 

"Rarely does any convict say that his character 
stood entirely fair in the eyes of men, even before 
he committed the crime for which 
vieted. 

Only 10, in 200, havb ever been owners oi real 
estate; while a large proportion of the sa 
number have been the inmates of pooMiouses 
, About one half of the whole number have 
parents alive. One hundred and! thirty-eight, i 
of'2Q0, have never been married. One hundred 
anil forty-one, out of 200, never stood in the rela¬ 
tion of parents to legitimate children. Of the 02, 
in 200, who had beeii married, hut 32 were living 
with their wives at the time they committed their 
crimes, and not all of these were happy iu the 
domestic relation. 

There is an obvious connection between crime 
and the habits which are liable to be formed, and 
the temptations which are to be met with, in 
rifles (Imp l,mirli-P,! mid six.

enjovod in this state. It was claimed that Con¬ 
necticut, a New England strut’, enjoying, as she 
did, the avails of one ot the largest school funds, 
in proportion to her population, to be found n 
tbe world, might he supposed to furnish, in tin 
character of her inhabitants, a very fair specimen 
of what education, in its most liberal diffusion 
and select influence, bail a tendency to effect; 
anti inasmuch as in this state the number of 
inals had been constantly increasing, it wa 
dent that education did not tend to the decrease 
of crime. Waiving all mention of what may 
have been the true causes of the increase in the 
number of criminals, let tbe following facts show

safe shelter and cover for their abominable ini¬ 
quities. For instead of making an example of l i¬ 
centious church members and obeying the com¬ 
mand of the Apostle, by putting away from among 
them these wicked persons, that they may he 
ashamed, their great object seems to be to find 
out the best method of concealing the iniquities 
of these members Ironi the world. They seem 
upon the principle, that if these sins of 
church members are concealed from the world, 
all will go well, even if the church is lull of rot¬ 
tenness and putrifaclion. Now we cannot find 
command iu the Bible to conceal iniquity in 
church, because if we let tbe world know it, 
they will reproach us. No. But we find there 
a command for every member to walk uprightly, 
that the word of God may not he blamed. Me 
find there tv command saying to the church; 
Bui now i have written to you not to keepcom- 
any of any man that is culled a brother to a iur- 
icaior, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or 
drunkard, tir uu extortioner, with such an one 
o not to eat.” “ For the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when you are gathered together, and my 
spirit, with the power of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
to deliver such an one umo satari for the des¬ 
truction of the flesh, that the spirit may be saved 
in the day of the Lord’s power. And yet some 
ministers and churches are adjusting all their 
discipline to a selfish, worldly expedien¬ 
cy, and are denouncing those measures which 
are calculated to discriminate ' between holiness 
and sin, between light and darkness, between the 
pure and tbe impure. Aud they would feign 
make us believe that it is better to pretend to be 
all pure and holy, and to make the world believe 
by our “ whited sepulchres,” that we are so, 
while within we are lull ol dead men’s bones, 
than to Lie known as we are whout hyp ocrisy. 
Did Jesus Christ come into this world to estub- 
church upon these principles ? No. But 
ie to sullenly to himself a peculiar people 
zealous of good works, u church without spot or 
wrinkle or any such thing. And has it come to 
this, that the Gospel of Jesus Christ needs hy¬ 
pocrisy and deception to build itself up and 
spread the glad news of salvation? Has it come 
o this, that the.church which conceals the roost 
iniquity aud licentiousness from the world is the 
most holy and pure ? If it is so, deliver us from 
such a church and such a gospel. And some 
listers and church members, seem to be a great 
ileal more anxious about concealing the sius ot 
■burch members ironi tbe world, than they are 
.about cleansing ;iutl purifying the church. The 
criterion of their standard seems to be, how does 
the world view us; not, iiow much faith, love, 
purity anil holiness have we, and how does 
"%d view us ? And their great hope oi success 
the salvation of souls, seems to be iu propor- 
in to the management and contrivance they 
make use of, to conceal the sins of the church 
from the world. Now, we know that, the gos¬ 
pel of Jesus Christ, wholly repudiates all such ! 
measures of expediency. It is broad enough, it 
is deep enough, it is wide enough, without be¬ 
ing pr oped up with sin and liceutiousuess. But 
the devil wants uo better instrument in his hands 
to make war against it than the doctrine of con¬ 
cealment. If the gospel in all its purity and truth 
cannot stand without resorting to such mean 
trickery anil device, let it fall, yes) let it tail. -But 
it can stand, it will stand, and Jesus Christ will 
y« show the churches in this land, that tie did 
not come into this world to propagate a gospel 
that conceals licentiousness. But to propagate a 
gospel that is pure and heavenly, that has no al¬ 
liance with sin, that needs no concealment, or hy¬ 
pocrisy, or deceit or Jesuitism, m the inculcation 
of any ot its commands or precepts, or principles, 
but can of itself withstand all the rage of devils 
autfopposition of men, and will yet through the 
Holy Spirit, bring this world into sweet subtnis- 
lllummutor.

and bodies saturated with fish, constitute the sum 
total of their persoual attractions. The good 
qualities of the Indians are few; their vices many.

Association for the supply of Teachers.

The constitutional 
right ot the southern states, in regard to slave pro¬ 
perty, is net, and cannot be controverted; and I feel 
disposed to cherish an abiding confidence in the vir- 
ie and patriotism ot our northern brethren—and 
-ill not indulge the belief, that the great body of 
rat people, can, for a moment, countenance and 
ncourage the desperate eflbrts of those vile incen- 
iaries who are laboring to stir up insurrection and 
rabellion in the southern states. Should;, however, 
the abolitionists be permitted io proceed without 
molestation—or only huve to encounter the weapons 
of reason and argument, have we not reason to i'ear 
that their untiring efforts may succeed in mislead’- 
ing the majority of a people, having no direct iuter- 
t in the great question at issue, and Hr,ally pro¬ 
ice an interference with the constitutional rights 
the slave holder.

Important Opinion.— The annexed op” 111 ” 11 ° 
Judges Thompson and Betts was pronounced 
fore the grand jury of the circuit court in Ne,. 
York. 

The grand jury of the United States for New 
York, submit to the circuit court of the United 
States, the following inquiry in relation to a matter 
at present under their consideration. 

“ Is it, or not, a violation of the fith section of the 
act of congress passed on the 20th of April, 1818, 
entitled an act in addition to an act for the punish¬ 
ment of crimes against the United States therein 
mentioned, that meetings should be held in this dis¬ 
trict, and committees appointed to provide means 
and make collections for the -purptse of enabling the 
inhabitants of Texas to engage in t, civil war with the 
sovereignity of Mexico, now at peace with the United 
States. (Signed) Gideon Tocher. 

In answering the foregoing inquiry, the court will 
confine itself to the facts stated, and the section of | 
the law referred to. The inquiiy is, whether 
ings held in this district or state, and cemmittees 
appointed to provide means and make collections 
I for the purpose of enabling the inhabitants of Texas 
to engage in a civil war with the sovereignity of Mex¬ 
ico, is a violation of the section of the law referred 
to. That section of the act is as follows : 

•“ Sec. 6. And he it further enacted, that if any 
person shall within the territory or jurisdiction of 
the United States, begin, or set on foot, or provide, 
or prepare the means for any military expedition 
enterprise, to be carried on from thence against t 
territories or dominions of any foreign prince or stat , 
or of any colony, district, or people, with whom the 
United States are at peace, every person so offend¬ 
ing shall be deemed guilty ol a high misdemeanor, 
and shall be fined not exeefiding three thousand 
dollars, and imprisoned not more than three years.” 

This section applies only to military expeditions 
and enterprises to be carried on from the United Spites 
against any foreign power with which we are at 
peace. “ No person shall begin or set on foot, or 
provide or prepare the means for any military expe¬ 
dition or enterprise to be carried on front thence; 
that is, from the United States,or the territory with¬ 
in their jurUdfetion.
